Bumper Crop’ In Ganada May Have 
Fat-Reaching Effect 

- The Natural Resources Intelligence 
Service of the Departinent of the In- 
terior, Ottawa, says:— 

“With very favorable conditions re- 
ported in the prairie provincés, a Can- 
adian wheat.crop this year of 500,000,- 
000 bushels Is regarded as being by 
ho-means unlikely. -Far-reaching in- 
terest centres upon the possibility o 
such crop.» It.is a matter of vital in: 
terest to business circles throughout 
Canada, and in~, different ways also 
touches upon great: problems beyond 
the borders of the: Dominion, 

Sir George Lawson Johnston, a Brit- 
ish commercial magnate; points out 
that every bushel of wheat bought. by 
Great Britain in Canada, instead of in 
the United States, will help to keep’ 
exchange better in the latter country.
